Then there is a 
whole arm y of game ho gs who go out

Mrs. Margaret M. Nice, of the fac 
ulty of the Massachusetts State Uni 
v* r ity, has studied th** quail diligent­ 
ly in do mestication for years past. She 
ha. had in tiiat time, und er wire, over 
fitMi of these birds. She has kept each 
on** epa rate I rum th** o thers; 
s h e has 
numbered «*a* h bird and kept a book 
account with it. She lias co unted out 
and weighed out its food to it and has 
arrived at the conclusion that 
each 
adult quail in this co untry eats, each 
summer, 75 ,000 bugs and worms, and 
ovt't x,00o,00() weed seeds each win 
ter 
mo ds ot noxious weeds that the 
ta nner lias to tight all summer. 


Tile experts in tlu* Biological Sur 
vey have figured that each adult quail 
is worth $25 a year to the fa nne r n:i 
\i ho e land it lives. If we could only 
net the farmer« to read the bulletin; 
that this bureau sends o ut, free, they 
would know the value of this bird and 
not one oi thetn would ever 
a ll o w a n­ 
other quail killed on his land.

may get $.50 a head for bringing them

They* are 
told amo ng o ther (’bugs that it i* a 
great game count« , and that they can 
have ¡«11 kinds of hunting here, Thou.s 
amis of igno rant Italians, especially, 
w ho com« * her« * every year, are fond of 
killing things and they have no more 
regard for the beauty or utility of a 
bird, than a cow has for music. 
So, 
tho usands of them when 
they land 
here, go to Hi** nearest gun store, buy 
a cheap single barrel shot gun that 
they « an get for two or three dollars. 
Then they buy a supply of cartridges 
for it. Then th« * next thing Ls to look 
for work. They all have to wo rk six 
day 
in tin* week, but .Sunday is their 
day off, so o ut of every great city in 
th* land th« *re goes forth every Sun 
day morning, during tht* eight mo nths 
of each year when the birds an* with 
us. a whob; arm y of these ignorant 
foreigners. They* kcour th« * co untry 
for miles aro und, they kill everything 
that Hies that they* can get in reach 
of, from a bum m ing bird to 
li croiv, 
and

tak« * them all home, 
put 
them in th** pot, cook them up togetli 
er and eat them. 


I am not exaggerating in tin* b*a; t
